Annual Report 


OF THE 


Board of Education. 


The schools have been in session twenty-seven weeks. ‘The 
end of the year finds them in a prosperous condition. 
Excellent progress has been made. The teachers have the 
good will and confidence of scholars and parents. We have 
nothing but fullest commendatory words for our earnest, 
faithful, hard working teachers. 

Notwithstanding the cases of severe sickness and other 
depiessing circumstances, we feel that the attendance in a part 
of the district was not what it should have been. This wasthe 
cause of much vexation to our teachers. Wecan but commend 
them for their continual interest and labor under such a state of 
affairs. 

It is to be regretted that the length of our school year has 
been so short, being the shortest, we think, since the state’ 
abolished the district system and adopted the present town 
system. 

For the future the length of the school year will be very much 
shorter if we have only our present sources of revenue for their 
support. 

Our school money is derived from three sources, the town 
tax, the literary fund and the dog license money. 

Although a recent act of our legislature raised the sum 
required for schooling on each dollar of the public tax 
apportioned to a town, still, owing to the reduced valuation of 
our town we will now be required, by law, to raise only four 
hundred dollars. 

The literary fund, as stated by the Superintendent of Public 
* and 
is distributed in proportion to the number of children attending 
school two weeks or more. 


Instruction, Fred Gowan, is a *‘very uncertain quantity,’ 


21 


A few years ago this fund afforded us $99.06; last year we 
received only $32.86. The prospect for the future is that it 
will be less. 


The dog money, for the past year, supported our schools 


nearly three weeks. For the coming year there will be none, 
as all has been paid for sheep killed. 

Again we quote from Superintendent Gowan—‘‘Schools 
cost money. Something of worth is not to be procured for 
nothing. There is this problem in New Hampshire, and it is 
larger than a technically educational problem—How are good 
schools, well instructed, to be maintained during a sufficient 
portion of the year without the imposition of a too. onerous 
burden upon the poorer communities? The solution does not 
yet appear.” 

For a remedy it is suggested to levy a mill tax or a half mill 
tax throughout the whole state and then distribute back so the 
larger benefit shall come to the poorer community, that is, to 
<listribute this fund, one half according to the number of 
teachers employed and the other half according to the total 
attendance of pupils for the year. 

We hope this bill will not receive the cruel fate that was 
meted out to the educational plan of our Ex-Senator Blair. 

We are pleased to note the opening of the Barnard school 
the present week, and hope that arrangements will be made so 
that all the children from all parts of the town can receive the 
full benefit of that fund.
